OTTAWA, Feb. ¢— —Judgment waa 
reserved by the supreme court of 
Canada Thursday in McFarland vs 
London and Lancashire Guarantee 
and Accident. The appeal is from 
a decision of the court of. appeals | 
for British Columbia. which = set 
aside a judgement of the trial judge | 
in favor of McFarland of $6,700. In 
1816 an order was made to wind up 
the affairs of the company of Brown 
Hope and MacAuley, Ltd. One 
Lockwood was appointed liquidator 
and continued as such until 1922 
when he was removed from office 
for misfeasance and McFarland was 
appointed in his stead.
